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A STOLEN CHILD. 


Wuart had become of little Rosa? How was it possible for her to be so 
utterly lost in the space of five minutes, without leaving some clue? It 
seemed inconceivable—it was a mystery no one could fathom. She 
seemed to have suddenly vanished from-the earth. 

_ At length a man was found who said that on the day when Rosa dis- 
appeared, he was traveling upon the road, and saw two Indians riding 
upon one horse approaching; that they turned out of the road a consider- 
able distance before meeting him, and made a wide detour in passing, 
returning to the road behind him a quarter of a mile away; and that as 
they passed by, he noticed that the two men sat some little distance apart 
on the horse, and that a single blanket was wrapped around both. He 
had thought nothing of this at the time, not knowing of the little girl’s 
loss. But since he had heard of it, he thought those Indians might have 
bad: hee bebween them, the blanket being: so disposed as te hev' fram 
view. 

"Here was an idea, and Thurston did his best to follow it up; offetinig 
large reward to any Indians who would restore his child, or give him 
tidings of her—offering what would beggar him and make an Indian rich: 
Bat this, too, failed. From time to time rumors would float tnrough the 
air that a white child had been seen with a band of Shoshones in Wyo- 
ming, or of Bannocks in Idaho, or with some wandering Utes; but 
long and tedious hunt for the band spoken of only resulted in diseppoint- 
ment. He never saw his little Rosebud again. 

But the belief grew with the people that} thus had shi stolen; aid 
in revenge for the alleged killing of an Indian, a few months previous, by 
a white mani | About 
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years after the disappearance of the child, an Indian revealed the sad 
truth as follows: He said a squaw was near the mill on that day, gather- 
ing berries in a clump of bushes. When the children ran to the house, to 


escape the storm, little Rosa lingered behind the others a moment; was 


seized by the squaw, who darted into the bushes, with her hand over the 
child’s mouth, and delivered her to the two Indians afterwards seen upon 
the road. They had placed her between them, hid her from view by the | 
blanket, and had thus carried her away to their- band, and left the Terri- 

tory. But she became sick; the squaws stripped her warm clothing off 
and put it upon their pappooses; the other children beat and abused her, 
and she cried incessantly for “Mamma! Mamma! Oh, Papa! Papa!” They 
thought she would die, and so started to take her to her father and obtain 
the reward of which they heard; but on the way home, death, her best 
friend, relieved her sufferings, and they left her body beside the trail. 

He said the Indians had stolen her in revenge for the murder of the 
Indian, and that Pocatello, the chief, had vowed to steal nine more chil- 
dren from the whites to pay the debt. 

Ere this reached their ears, the Thurston family had left the place. 
Heart broken as they were, they could not endure the scene of so much 
sorrow, and of such an agonizing uncertainty. Could they have known 
she was dead, peace would have come to their souls; but the thought that 
she might still be alive and suffering from Indian barbarity, was always 
present with them. The family removed to Southern California, and 
made a home not far from San Diego, and near the sea-shore, where the 
grand melody of old Ocean rises unceasingly to heaven, as the waves, 
with gentle ripple or thundering roar, fall upon the beach. Here the 
writer, in company with Apostles Snow and Thatcher, visited them, a few - 
years ago; but even then, after the lapse of so many years, the father 
could not speak of his loss with resignation. 

This tale is a sad one, but is only one example of the many peels ald 
sorrows possible to the pioneer. Little Rosa Thurston was not the only 
child stolen by the savages, never more to be seen by parents or friends. 
The writer recalls several such sad bereavements in the history of Utah 
and Idaho, and of one that almost occurred in Logan—prevented by the 
merest chance only, and the intervening hand of a woman, Mrs. Susan E. 
Martineau, then a resident of that place. She noticed a squaw going 
towards the willows of Logan riyer, dragging an unwilling child along 
by the hand, which behaved unlike an Indian pappoose, and so drew her 
attention. The child was also covered by an old shawl. Convinced that 
something was wrong, she crouched behind the fence, waiting for the 
squaw to come along, then to rush upon her and rescue the child. As 


_ good fortune, or more properly the providence of God provided, just as 


he squaw came to the fence, two men came up.a side street, to whom 
Mrs. Martineau told her suspicions as to the squaw, who was then hurry- 
ing away. They ran to her, snatched away the shawl from the child, and 
beheld a little white boy, only two or three years old—the son of Edwin 
Curtis,.of Logan—whom' she nearly succeeded in capturing.’ This little 
boy was one of the nine more Pocatello had said he would yet steal from 
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the whites. When rescued, the little fellow was not more than forty rods 
from the dense willows along the river, and had the squaw not been 
noticed by Mrs. Martineau, mourning over another lost child would have 
been a sure consequence. May we hope that never again in the history 
of the Saints will so sad an event transpire among them.—Santiago, tn

needless observances, and frequently result in sickness and death. They 


do the departed no good—they often do the living much harm. When 
the dedicatory prayer or benediction is pronounced, uncovering the head 
is proper. And then the person officiating should be mindful of the 
atmospheric conditions, and not keep people bareheaded while he indulges 
in flights of lengthy rhetoric. Prayer is always best when soulful, yet 
simple, brief and to the point. 

Tradition still has great power over the mind, even among the Latter- 
day Saints. We should endeavor to wean ourselves from every unreason- 


able and unnecessary custom and every foolish fashion. Pay due respect 


to the dead. Live together in such love, that when a place in the family 
circle is made vacant, the heart mourns for the presence that is gone. 
Hold funeral services. Pray and sing and preach. Speak good words but 
in truth of the departed. Convey the remains in honor to the tomb. But 
let all be done decently and in order, i in temperance and moderation, and 
in reverence for God who will raise all His children from their graves in 
the coming resurrection day.—Deseret News.

He says of the tragic event 
which has since caused so much bloodshed: “‘ Lieutenant Bull Head, of the Indian 
police, went to Sitting Bull’s house, opened the door and commenced reading the war 
rant for his arrest. Sitting Bull and his two sons, one a lad of twelve, were the only 
persons in the shach. The chief carried arms as all the Indians do. He came to the 
door and the young son gave a cry of alarm on seeing the house surrounded by police, 
He no sooner cried out than Bull Head, without a moment’s hesitation and before any 
remstance was offered, fired at Sitting Bull, the ball piercing his breast immediately over 
the left nipple. As he staggered he managed to draw his revolver and fire one shot while 
falling, the bullet lodging in Ball Head’s thigh. Sitting Bull fell about six fect away 
from the door. His horse was standing near the house and Red, Tomahawk jumped 
upon it and flew to the troops with the news. Orow Foot, the boy, was next killed, and 
he fell across the body of his father. The combat was then hand to hand, Sitting Bull's 
enraged followers rising up from the brush like magic. . Sitting Bull’s scalp was lifted by 
one of the braves whose identity is unknown, Some of the Indian police swear that 
Red Tomabawk fired the death shot, but as it is known toa certainty that Bull Head shot 
him through the left breast, the post surgeon thinks that this'was the fatal wound. Red 
Tomahawk is not a permanent policemen, and did not-wear a uniform at the time. He is 
evidently scared, as he refuses to say anything of his part in Sitting Bull’s killing. Sitting 
- Bull’s.body was in a horrible shape, In fact all the dead were frightfully mutilated, 
One of the Indians battered the dead chieftain’s face with a plank, After tiring of this 
sport he balanced it across its nose and with maniacal glee left it in that position. The 
eyes were gouged out and the few remaining hairs were clipped off, the moccasins re- 
moved and nearly every stitch of clothing carried away for relica, Senet

CORRESPONDENCE. 


Witten Kade No. 35, Amsterdam, Holland, Dec. 31, 1890. 

Dear Brother.—Having received notice that my labors in the Holland 
Mission are approved by the authorities of the Church, and that I am 
honorably released to return to my own dear mountain home, I feel it my 
duty to report myself and the mission over which I have had the honor 
to preside. I was called of God as was Aaron, by a living Prophet, and 
sent by inspired Apostles to preach the Gospel of Christ to the world, and 
on the 16th of January, 1889, I bade adieu to my beloved family and 
friends in Zion, and started for the Netherlands, having been appointed 
to preside over the Holland Mission, and to publish the Book of Mormon 
in the Dutch language. 
I arrived at Rotterdam on March 1, and found President John W. F. 
Volker awaiting me. We proceeded by train to Amsterdam, where I was 
introduced to Elders D. F. Collett, Asa W. Judd, and the Saints. Brother — 
Volker was busy with the translation of the Book of Mormon, which was 
not quite finished, and I deemed it necessary for him to remain until it 
was completed, as it would not do to entrust so important a work to the 
hands of strangers and unbelievers. He concluded his work, and departed 
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for home on the 18th of June. He had arranged with Mr. J. Bremer to 
publish 2000 copies of the Voice of Werning, the first of which were 
issued the day he left. — 

_I contracted with Mr. J. Bremer: to publish 2000 copies of the Book of 
' Mormon, which are long since completed and paid for. I have placed 
them in several book stores in many of the leading cities through Nether- 
land, for sale. I had one beautifully bound in gilt, which I sent, with a 
Voice of Warning, an Epistle of the Twelve, and a number of our books 
and tracts, and an accompanying letter, to the King of the Netherlands, 
requesting him to present the Book of Mormon ‘to his worthy consort, 
Queen Emma, with the compliments of an American citizen, but as yet 
have heard nothing from it. | 

’ Elder D. F. Collett was released to return home on account of ill health, 
and took his departure on the 23rd of July. Elders J. H. Lambert, 
Albert Spencer, and L. W. Simmons arrived from Utah on the 8th of 
September, to labor in this Mission. October Ist, Elder Asa W. Judd was 
honorably released to return home. Elder Bein Heertjes came from Utah 
October 28th, and on the 6th of February, 1890, Elder H. G. Gelderblom 
arrived to labor in this Mission. 

Since I took charge here, there have been 128 persons baptized, 3 re- 
baptized, 37 excommunicated, 120 emigrated to Utah, and 5 Elders 
returned home. There have been 85 Books of Mormon and 55 of the 
Voice of Warning sold, and thousands of our books and tracts distributed 
among the people. I hope it will prove bread cast upon the hegre) and 
the fruits of our labors may be seen after many days. 

Our meetings in Amsterdam are generally well attended, our Sunday 
school numbers over 70, and the Relief Society i is well organized, and is 
doing a good work. The Saints do all in their power, in their extreme 
poverty, for the comfort of the Elders, and have treated me with the 
greatest kindness, and may God bless them forever. 

‘The Elders are energetic i in proclaiming the Gospel whenever they can 
get an opportunity, and in bearing ‘their testimony to the great work of 
God. I feel thankful to my Heavenly Father that I have been counted 
worthy to bear the Holy Priesthood, and carry the message of salvation 
to the nations of the earth, and I hope my feeble efforts may yet prove a 
blessing to many, as I am satisfied they have proven a ‘great blessing to 
me. 

“Elder Timothy Metz arrived in good health and spirits on the 21st of 
December, 1890, from Mesa City, Arizona, to take my place in the Presi- 
dency of the Holland Mission, and I gladly transfer the work and business 
into his hands, praying God to bless him in his labors. Now that I am 
released from my labors in this land to return once more to the loved 
ones at home, I pray God to bless my brethren the Elders, who remain 
‘here to carry on the good work begun, and give them great success in 
‘gathering out the honest in heart from this nation. I ever feel grateful 
to the Presidency of the European Mission for the wise counsels given 
‘me and the many favors extended, and I pray that our Father will ever 
‘bless you with an abundance of His: Holy Spirit, and that wisdom requi-

- Elder Catler spoke upon the discipline of the Church in Zion, and the 
manner in which Elders are sent forth to preach the Gospel.

None.of us are infallible, 
but the Spirit of God is, and those who are. led by it will not fail, The 


secret of success in life is the use of correct principles. A call to. duty 


from the proper authority should not be met by blind obedience, but from 
a knowledge of the Spirit which animates. the Priesthood. It was the 
right of the people of God to know of the spirit which. controls those | 
who are called to lead. It requires faith and works in order to fulfil the 
law of the Lord. His judgments are sure to come, as the people of the 
world are ripening in iniquity. ‘The principles of the Gospel are plainly 
set forth in the Bible, Book of Mormon, and Doctrine and Covenants. 
The Book of Mormon is a good companion to the Bible, and is the Gospel. 
of the Son of God as revealed to the ancient inhabitants of the American 
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continent. It is offered to the world for their perusal, ‘but in their blind 
bigotry they not only reject the book, but persecute the people who 
would willingly do them good. The doctrine of baptism for the dead is a 
work of the utmost importance, but the most learned men of the day, 
outside of the Gospel, are entirely ignorant of its provisions and beneficial 
results. The principles of the everlasting Gospel are many, and all tend 
to the salvation of mankind. He exhorted all to faithfulness, and blessed 
the people in the name of the Lord.
